MR. RANDALL'S SCHEME 



Of RediieinK Revennes Without Destroy- 
ing Industries. 
Wabhinoton, March 5. — Mr. Randall says 
that his tariff bill will be ready for presen- 
tation on Tuesday. It will include internal 
taxes. Ho will propoee that the tobacco tax 
and the tax on fruit spirits ba abolisbed 
and the whisky tas rsdnosd to fifty oants a 
gallon. 

This would make a reduction of $«5,0(X),- 
000, which is a far greater one than the Mills 
bill can hope to accomplish. Tbe tariff re- 
vision propoeed by Mr. Randall would cause 
a further reduction of about «-.»,0(X),000, 
thus making an aggregate reduction of $8(),- 
U(IO,0OU annually, based on the receipts of last 
year. Whan the two bills are thoroughly 
understood, the issue will plainly h« whether 
the revenue is to be reduced as Mr. Randall 
proposes, or by striking down a number of 
important industries, as Mr. Mills propoasa 

A Strange Malady. 
Carrollton, Ky., March 5.— A very re- 
markable case is engaging the attention of 
the physicians here. The person affected is 
Joseph Wo(k1s, a flahermeu of this place. 
The peculiarity of the malady is that the pa- 
tient is ooverud with scales like those of a 
fish. In some places they are two or three 
deep, and they range in sise from a twenty - 
five oent piece to a sUvsr dollar, the sufferer 
having an aaosadingly uncanny and dis- 
agrsaabla aqiaot. 1^ scale forming has 
basB going on for several weeks, and ths 
body is now sntirely covered. As the disease 
progressed it gave rise to a suspicion in the 
minds of many of his neighbors that it was 
a case of genuine leprosy, and no little ex 
citement has baaa occasioned. The phy- 
Mcians give assurance thatr all feara are 
groundlaas, aad say that it is a vary unusual 
form of acsama, though it is a mora ssrious 
case than ever befora came within their ex- 
parianoe, if they ever had such a case at all.

New Yokk, March 5.— R. O. Dun ft Com- 
pany's weekly review of trade says: Acttial 
businesB is satisfactory for tba ssasoa Pres- 
paoti ara oonfnaad aad aaosrtaia, ia some 
dirsotions promising, bat la other branohes 
of large importance decidedly cloudy. The 
passage by the bouse of the bill authorizing 
bond purchases was designed to remove the 
monetary uncertainty, an influence whi<'h 
affects all traile and industry. Whether the 
senate wiU pam tba bill, in ito preeent form 
isaotyatoartaia Lowvprieaa imbediately 
foQowed, however, and tho dedina in the 
Btodi market for the week has been about 1 
par share 

Tba we.st«'i-n railroad wars and strikes con- 
tinoe to disturl' busmess. Be<-uu^ of cuts by 
Canadian linMs. the eastern trimk roads 
aniiDunci. n reduction of 10 per cent, on east 
and we«tlumnd rates, March 9, and rfTorts to 
settle the wcsteru war were defpat#d on 
Thursday bv the St Paul. Only partial 
revival of tralTlc on the Burlington r<vul has 
l>een att«in(«l. While earnings of railroads 
continue to show that a large quantity of 
freight for the season is in motion, the rates 
are dropping and expenaee un many \\t\v» 
increasing. The Pennsylvania advancea 
wages on weKtern lines 10 per oent. 

An important case of uncertainty in many 
branches of trade is the movement to change 
the tariff. Whether the propoeed changes 
are desirable or not, thoee who think them 
probable are for that reason moved to defer 
businsss operations. The bill submitted on 
Thursday would affect so many industriss 
and branches of trade that individual opin- 
ions, favorable or unfavorable to it, must 
considerably inlluenoe transactions while it 
remains pending. It comes at a time when, 
for other reasons, there is hesitetion in most 
of tha braaobsa ohialty aonoemed, and in- 
eraaasatbatbaaitatloa. It is a characterisUo 
of many tradaaat pf w it that purc h aam and 
operations ara, for ooa pwaoa or aaotaer, 
limited to prsasat niBsmlttia. 

b tha boot and ihoa trada, which is other- 
ivBa anaptioBaUy mtlafaiitni'j, thara ara 
aoaaa aaeh iadtoatkma aa to woBiaa% and 
chUdrsnHi gooda In tba eottoas tha recent 
signs of halting may ba attribated to un- 
Bsually large daaliaga in tha paat; ia the 
sugar and nnmaraoa other tcadsa tha opera- 
tions of trusto or oombinationa oaiwa un- 
certainty.

Money is avary whara oompar- 
atively easy, though at Boston and other im- 
poytant pointn it is felt that a ravival of bus- 
iness activity would soon ba followed by some 
pressure. Southern trada Is dearly improv- 
ing, and thera ara signs of raaeweil real es- 
tate activity at some western pointfi. The 
trea<^ury had returned by banks |l,400,00u of 
its deposits during the week, aad In all took 
is 14,000,000 more cash than it paid out For 
tbe month of February the debt reduction 
was $7, 760, 000, ahnost entirely through in- 
creatte in cash on hand, though $.5,000,000 was 
paid for surrendered bank not«s, and the !

Others of the family soon took up tha 
habit, and, without knowing it, a considera* 
ble quantity of nicely smoked raw ham was 
daily disposed of. They all preferred it rare 
done when Iryiiit;, and in that way they got 
well loaded with trichina. At all evente, tha 
entire family was takeu down. The mea8 
was uxiiiuined under a microscope, and waa 
found to be full cf trichina. The meat waa 
from healthy hogs, and had been oarad for at 
wall as possible.
